This is for information of all concerned that the Board of Secondary Education, Assam has 
already taken initiative for changing the patterns of questions of English, Mathematics, Science and 
Social Science subjects from the Academic Session 2023-2024, For this purpose SEBA organized several 
phases of training and workshops for sclected teachers throughout the State in collaboration with State 
Academic Council. About 350 teachers from different districts were provided the training. These training 
programmes and workshops were basically aimed at bringing about competency based leaming amongst 
the students following the guidelines of National Education Policy (NEP) 2020. District Academic 
Councils and Inspectors of Schools have been entrusted with the task of training the other teachers of the 
district with the help of these trained teachers (Refer to our official letter No.SEBA/AB/NEP/29/2020/131 
dtd. 5.10.2023). Introduction of MCQs for 50% of the total theory marks in the subjects English, 
Mathematics, Science and Social Science is another example of these efforts. 


l. the Board of Secondary Education, Assam has decided to introduce a new elective subject to 
impart education on ‘Artificial Intelligence and Robotics’ from the academic session 2024-2025 
in class IX and from the academic session 2025-2026 in class X. The textbook can be accessed by 
any of the following ways- 

(i) The PDF version of the textbook is available in the official website of SEBA 
(www.sebaonline.org) in the textbook section.

As such, below mentioned points are for information and strict compliance of all concerned: 

1. In English and other language subjects, it is not necessary that all the questions will be from 
the prescribed lessons/chapters only. There may be unseen passages, grammar items, etc. The 
questions will be based on the learning outcomes of the subjects. 


The practical marks of all vocational subjects (Artificial Intelligence and Robotics, Garment 
designing, Woodcraft, Music, Dance, Yoga and Physical Education, Fine Art, Home Science, 
Weaving and Textile Design and all subjects under NSQF) shall be 50% from the Academic 
session 2024-2025. 

In the subjects Science and Mathematics, the questions/problems will be concept based which 
may not be directly from the textbooks. Even questions from examples and references may 
find place in the question papers. In some cases the MCQs may warrant 
summations/calculations. The questions will be based on the learning outcomes of the 
subjects. 


The practical marks for Computer Science and Commerce will be 30%, as before. 


The District level Internal Examination Committee will conduct the practical exam for all the 
subjects i.e. Artificial Intelligence and Robotics, Garment designing, Woodcraft, Music, Dance, 
Yoga and Physical Education, Computer Science, Commerce, Fine Art, Home Science, Weaving 
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and Textile Design and all the subjects under NSQF for both classes IX and also for final Board 
exam of class X, 2025.

Another group may check 
that the toilets are usable all the time. A group of students may check 
the cleanliness of classrooms. To make the Swachh Vidyalaya campaign 
a successful one, senior students may be designated as School 
Ambassadors for campaigning of Swachh Vidyalaya. 


+ Child abuse awareness : 

School should take adequate measures for creating awareness and 
prevention of child abuse. Child abuse awareness for prevention of the 
same and creating a compassionate society for the welfare of students. 


+ Respect for elders : 

The concept of imbibing the values of good manners.good behaviour, 
respecting Teachers, Parents and Elderly people should be inculcated 
in the students. 


© Witch hunting :

Practices prevalent in the society and make them aware for the 
eradication.
